MERELY DEFERRED BURDEN. 


TANGLE IS CLEARED UP 


Dor's Financial Agent, Regarding 


Appropriations, Found to 


Be Sound. 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 27.—In view ot 
the widespread interest and incident- 
ally the widespread misunderstanding 
that has arisen as a result of the re- 
cent 
controversy 
between 
former 


Governor F. E. McGovern and L. C. 
Whittot, Governor Philipp's financial 
counsel, this article has been written 
in an effort to clear up the situation. 
It is based on numerous references to 
public documents and interviews with 
state officials and heads 
of depart- 


ments. 
The peculiar aspect of l.he recent 
debate is that, while the same figures 
are used, different conclusions -are ar- 
rived at. This is accounted for some- 
what by the fact that both men had a 
different objective in view. Summing 
up Mr. McGovern's argument in a few 
words it. is his contention that the 
present, administration is possessed of 
a greater amount of spending money 
than the last, administration. 
He ad- 
mits 
that 
this difference—approxi- 


mately $250,050—is relatively small, 
ut argues that it represents 
an in- 
crease nevertheless. Mr. Whittet de- 
clares that the total liabilities of the 
state for the present biennium have 
been swelled by overhanging appropri- 
ations, foisted on the present admin- 
istration by the previous chief execu- 
tive by means of the "gentlemen's 
agreement." Mr. McGovern answers 
by saying that the recent legislature 
should have repealed these overhang- 
ing appropriations. 
What 
are 
the 
facts? 
Mr. McGovern's figures are 


right, so far as they go. He is wrong 
in his conclusions because they are 
based on incomplete premises. 
In the 


first place Mr. McGovern attempts to 
compare the liabilities of the 1915 
legislature with the liabilities of the 
1913 legislature, after they had been 
cut by Mr. McGovern. bet us rather 
compare the amount the 1913 legisla- 
ture was willing should be spent with 
the amount, the 1915 legislature has 
placed at the disposal of the present 
administration. 
We find that, when 


l.he 1913 legislature haft adjourned the 
total liability of the state for 1913-13 
was $32,«G2,'CS2.:-!7. 
For 1915-17 this 
total is $3(M(jf), 19S.06. So we find that 
the 1915 legislature was unwilling to 
spend as 
much 
by approximately 


$2.200,000 as the 1913 legislature. Tn 
other words l.he above figures show 
the financial intentions 
of the two 


legislatures and they bring out the 
fact that the present legislature car- 
ried out. its program of retrenchment. 
However, Mr. McGovern asserts that 
he stepped in and through the medium 
of 
the 
gentlemen's agreement cut 


flown 
the 
1913-in liabilities of the 
state by some $2,455.000—Lhis latter 
figure being the amount of the appro- 
priations he caused to be held up. 
This left. $30,207,682.37 as the total 
liability of the stal.e for (lie biennium 
instead of S32,GB2,GS2.37. Or in other 
words the sum of $30,207,682.37 repre- 
sents, according to Mr. McGoyern's 
own assertion, the financial action of 
the 1913 legislature, as modified by 
the action of the then chief executive. 
And the figure of $30,465,198.06 repre- 
sents only 1he financial action of the 
1915 legislature modified by no action 
whatever on

Mr. McGovern knows that this is Dot 
the case. If the special session had 
been called and the appropriations re- 
duced as per the gentlemen's agree- 
ment schedule, the next legislature 
would have had to enact them into 
law again before 
they would have 
been in force. 
As it was, however, 
these appropriations stood, unless the 
1915 legislature saw-fit to repeal them 
,and as 
a 
politician Mr. McGovern 
knows that it is much easier to de- 
feat a new appropriation than to re- 
peal-one already in force. The main 
point is that '-Mr. McGovern knew 
these appropriations would have-to.be 
granted some time, but he didn't want 
them attached to his administration. 
Mr. McGovern makes another 'state- 
ment in connection with these de- 
ferred appropriations that is not based 
on fact. He says: "—with a single 
unimportant exception the appropria- 
tions held up by me were all wltnin 
the control of the recent legislature." 
Consideration of one item alone re- 
veals the fact that Mr. McGovern <is 
either intentionally or unintentionally 
mis-stating the facts. For be ought to 
know that the present legislature had 
absolutely no control whatever over 
the $600,000 state highway appropria- 
tion that he held up. And the reason 
the present legislature had no con- 
trol, according to A. R. Hirst, state 
highway engineer, is because the dif- 
ferent counties had already raised the 
money, necessary to get this appro- 
priation. 
Further than this in the 
last days of Mr. McGovern's' adminis- 
tration, when his political fate was 
known, why did he approve building 
plans for university buildings, if he 
intended to "save" this money to the 
taxpayers? 
And if the so-called gen- 
tlemen's agreement was not broken 
in this way, why did Regent James F. 
rrottman resign as president of the 
board of university regents? As Mr. 
McGovern well knows it would have 
been unwise and foolish to 
repeal 
many of the appropriations that he' 
held up. Take his $300,000 deferred 
board of control appropriation for in- 
stance. He certainly knows or ought 
to know that the ground had already 
been purchased and the plans drawn 
for the buildings that this appropria- 
tion is to provide. 
He knows that 
contracts for these buildings would 
have to be let some time, but he also 
apparently knows that he didn't want 
the expense attached to his adminis- 
tration. If Mr. McGovern knew that 
the appropriations of the 
preceding 
legislature were too high, why didn't 
he veto bills instead of latei> shifting 
some of these appropriations on to the 
shoulders of the present administra- 
tion ? 


Thus it will be seen that Mr. Mc- 
Govern did leave the present admin- 
istration a heritage of $2,455,000 of 
deferred appropriations 
to 
contend 
with. As has been pointed .out in at 
least one instance it was impossible 
to repeal the appropriation. 
Never- 
theless the best was done that could 
! be done and $578,000'was chopped out

i left, however, a burden of $1,900,000 
for the present, administration to take 
care of. Suppose that this burden had 
not been shifted.

Secret Inventory of Men Eligible for 


Navy Is Taken By Mail Carriers 


of Nation. 


Secretary of tho Navy Daniels and 
Postmaster General Burleson for some 
time past have 
been 
prodding on 
Uncle Sam as to taking stock of him- 
self to see just where he stands on 
the matter of naval preparedness. -For 
he past two weeks the wealthy old In- 
dividual of the stars and stripes has 
been quietly working on an inventory 
of his resources in brain and brawn. 
He has canvassed 
the 
country and 
how possesses a .record 
of eligible 
young men from coast, to coast and 
from border line to sulf who could be 
quickly . transformed 
into hardened 
fighters if occasion required. 


I 
The work 
has 
been 
carried on 


i through the. co-opei;ation of the post- 
office department with the naval de- 
partment. 
Young men between the 
ages of seventeen- and 
thirty years 
are eligible. 
The canvass has been carried on by 
mail carriers and other employes of 
postoffices 
throughout 
the 
United 
States. 
Each one has been given, a 
blank containing spaces for the names 
of fourteen prospective recruits. 
The plan 
; of 
Postmaster General 
Eurleson for1 making the canvass was 
approved by Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels some weeks ago. It was car- 
ried out on the theory that there are 
many young-men throughout the coun- 
try who would accept 
such service 
gladly if put in touch with the proper 
recruiting officers. 


Order from Burleson. 
The order from Postmaster "General 
Burleson reads as follows: 
"Postmaster: " Please distribute the 
accompanying blanks and return en- 
velopes to the city carriers and'clerks 
of your 
office with 
specific instruc- 
tions to each to the effect that if he is 
willing to do so he may during his 
hours off duty place on the blanks 
the names and addresses of young 
men residing in'the neighborhood in 
which he.lives who might be interest- 
ed in the United States navy. 
"It should be understood that the de- 
partment approves of this cooperation 
with the navy department, but that 
the work on the part of the clerks and 
carriers is not compulsory and if un- 
dertaken must- be done 
during the 
time when the clerk or carrier is not 
on duty in the postoffice 
or on the 


route."

The Janesvile lists are bems for- 
warded to Lieutenant Commander J. 
H. Comfort at Indianapolis, comman- 
er of the recently established naval 
information bureau in various parts of 
the country. 
Recruiting agents wilr 
be sent to get in touch wjtb those 
whose names are given; but no pres- 
sure ivil] be brought on them to enlist 
against their wishes. 
There is no idea of conscription be- 
hind the plan. The eligibles probably 
will be asked if they would be willing 
to enlist in time of war and in this 


] way Uncle Sam would have a pretty 
I good idea of just how much muscle 
and brain he can depend upon. 


Employes Enter Plan. 
Many employes have entered heart- 
ily into the plan and blanks filled out 
are still pouring into the Chicago of- 
fice. ' A few. however,- misled by the 
impression that, the government was 
about to start conscription, refused to 
give the desired information.

Believes Line to Janesville Will Be 
Constructed Very Soon, After 


Several Year* of 


Delay. 


Madison newspapers are optimistic 
that work on the proposed Madison- 
Jauesville branch of the Chicago & 
Wisconsin Interurban will be started 
shortly. The Wisconsin Slate Journal 
publishes he following 
story 
upon 
which hey base their hopes: 
The Chicago & Wisconsin Valley 
railway company will immediately 
begin work of constructing its inter- 
urban, lines from 
Madison to Janes- 
ville to Portage and to Prairie du Sac 
together -with its urban lines through 
Madison and Portage, it was an- 
nounced today. 
Alderman Mason's resoltuion to re- 
voke the company's franchise, intro- 
duced at the last council meeting and 
the statement by John Aylward to the 
effect he had been advised by the 
president 'of the company that the en- 
tire project, had been successfully fi- 
nanced, has renewed interest in the 
proposed interurban -which many con- 
•sidered dead. ' 


Call8,Backing Good. 


J. 'E. Jones, president of the com- 
pany, who has numed the infant of 
years ago into a feasible reality, 
states positively that the project is 
financed with a strong and reliable 
firm—a firm which, through its engi- 
neers, has for weeks made a thorough 
study of the whole proposition 
and 
signed a preliminary contract for fi- 
nancing and building the entire sys- 
tem. A complete and final contract 
will be signed the coming week. This 
contract calls for a first class 
road 
nnd new equipment in every way. No 
bonds nor stock! will be peddled nor 
will construction depend on local aid. 
All outstanding stocks and bonds and 
indebtedness will be taken care of be- 
fore tho work is commenced and un- 
less all plans fall, work with a full 
force will be renewed in October. Men 
locally interested seem to fell that 
the project is a go. 
The plans call for the construction 


of an interurban road, first from Mad- 
ison to JaneaVille. tbere connecting 
with, rtie Rockford and Chicago inter- 
ban line. Second, Madison to Port- 
age, there connecting with the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and 
the 
Wisconsin Central Line. Third: From 
Maditon to Prairie dn Sac, there cou- 
nectir.g with the St. Paul road, which 
branch, however, it was planned would 
soon be . extended to Viroqua. and 
there connecting with the Viroqua 
branch of the St. Paul road and the 
La Crosse—'Viroqua, running via Viro- 
qua to La Crosse. 
Further, the plan 
contemplated a 
street railway 
line 
through tlie cities of the Madison and 
Portage. The line through 
Portage 
has been constructed and has been in 
operation for some time. A mile or 
more of track was laid in Madison 
when the firm, which had contracted 
to furnish the funds, refused to go 
further and the matter was tied up. 
Two Ask Certificates. 
Tlie railroad 
commission 
granted 
to" tho 
Chica-go, Wisconsin 
Valley 
Railway company a certificate of ne- 
cessity for the Portage and the 'Prai- 
rie du Sac lines without opposition, 
but 
Sir. Pickard, representing the 
Madison-Janesville Traction company, 
also applied for a certificate from the 
commission for 
an interurban line 


from Madison to 'Janesville. The old 
Cincinnati .Construction 
company to 
which the railroad 
commission had 
ynars before granted a certificate to 
build a line from Madison to Portage, 
appeared and objected on the ground 
that they already bad.a certificate for 
that 
territory. 
The 
commission, 
through a large number rf hearings. 
heard all parties at great length, and 
finallv made an order revoking the 
certificate theretofore granted to the 
Cincinnati Construction company, also 
refusing to grant the certificate to the 
Pickarfl Madison-Janesville company, 
a-nd .granting- Uie certificate to' the 
Chicago. Wisconsin 
Valley railway 
company. 
This company having thus obtain- 
ed its certificate again, financed the 
project, this 
time through 
foreign 
bankers, but. on account of the break- 
out out of the Kuropean war, the con- 
tract was annulled. 


The Second Road. 
Despite occurrences of the Vast sev- 
eral months, which have combined lo 
preatly retard the work of building 
the Madison-Blooming Grove stretch 
of the proposed 
interurban road to 
Janesville, Ma'dieon men who are in- 
terested in the development of the line 
around the lake have made good pro- 
gress.

Drop in Temperature Yesterday Fol- 
lowing Long R*in H»« Decided 
Effect—Storm Does Damage. • 
Lowering temperatures o£ yester- 
day afternoon sent Janesville scurry- 
ing to tlie coal bin and the woolens. 
Following almost eighteen 
hours of 
continuous rain of 
Saturday 
night 
and Sunday morning a decided drop 
was registered. 
Subsequently, sum- 
mer clothing were either thrown in 
the discard or their wearers who ven- 
tured forth, wrapped themselves 
in 
costumes for zero weather. 
Grate, 
furnace and stove fires were much in 
evidence as were coal csmpany wag- 
ons on the streets today. 
Rain starting about 5 p. m. Satur- 
day evening fell almost continually 
to 10:30 Sunday morning. The dura- 
tion of the downpour was similar to 
that of two weeks previous and 
al- 
though torrential at many times did 
not reach the proportions of the first 
storm in this section. 
The government gauge at the 
up- 
per electric plant showed an increase 
of six inches of water following the 
storm. This however, had fallen three 
inches-at 11 oclock this morning. The 
river waters still remain at high tide 
although there was a slight fall regis- 
tered Saturday previous to the be- 
ginning of the downpour of the after- 
noon. 
Both rail lines here 
escaped 
al- 
though the Milwaukee is experiencing 
much trouble between New 
Glarus 
and Warren, 111., where a stretch of 
six miles has been washed six 
feet 
out of line. To the west of here at 
Dubuquqe and to the south at Galena, 
the heaviest rainstorms 
in 
history 
caused thousands of dollars worth of 
damage and have crippled rail, tele- 
graph and telephone lines to such an 
extent that normal 
conditions will 
not prevail for several daya. 
Near Dubuque, Iowa, thousands of 
acres of corn have been destroyed in 
the valley of the Catfish and Maquo- 
keta rivers. Some stock has been lost. 
It is believed there has been no loss 
of life, although many families have 
been forced to 'flee to higher ground.

of

'principal 
business 
streets at Galena, 111., yesterday were 
under from two lo ten feet of water, 
caused by a 
cloudburst. The first 
floors of many business houses, fac- 
tories, and foundries were washed out. 
East and West Galena were separated 
by water for hours. Employes or the

went in and out of the 
building in canoes and "jitney canoes" 
carried passengers up and down the 
main street during the day.

BALFOUR ON GERMAN 


SUBMARINE POLICY 


•?Brltish Lord of Admiralty in Newspa- 


per Statement Contend* Subaea 


Campaign is Admitted a. 


Failure. 


In a letter to the London 'Daily Mail, 
Arthur 'J,. BalfouV, First 'Lord of the 
Admiralty, treats the question of the 
German submarine policy, declaring 
that the sudden unwillingness o£ Ger- 
many to accede"to the demands of 
the United States was due to- the ad- 
mitted failure in'Germany of the sub- 
marine campaign. 
In the flrst place, according to Bal- 
four, Germany adopted the submarine 
policy-when it found Itself unprepared 
to cope with 
the 
superior 
British 
fleet, although the leaders of the Gerr 
man war policy may have .felt that the 
submarine policy was coward's war- 
fare. 
Continuing Balfour says: . . .. . 
"We may safely assume that noth- 
ing but the hopes of-decisive success 
would have .induced the German min- 
isters to'inflict this new stahvupon 
the honor of their country. Yet a de- 
cisive success -has nof been attained 
and does not'seem to be in sight. I 
claim no gifts of prophecy;. I make no 
boasts about the future. But of the 
past I can speak with assurance and 
it may interest -you.1 to know that 
while the. losses inflicted upon Ger- 
man submarines have .been formida- 
ble, British mercantile tonnage is at 
this moment, greater. than when the 
war began. 


"It is true that by this method of 
warfare, many inoffensive 
persons, 
women and children- as well as men, 
neutrals as well as belligerents, have 
been robbed and killed. But it is not 
only the innocent who have 
suffered. 
The criminals also have 
paid heavy 
toll. Some have been rescued 
and 
are prisoners.of war. But ' from 
the 
very nature of submarines it must cf- 
ten happen that tli'ey dras their crews 
with-them to destruction, and those 
who send them forth on their unhon- 
ored mission, wait .ftj-r their return IIL 
vain. 


"Herein lies the explanation of the 
amazing change which has come over 
the diplomatic attitude 
o£ Germany 
toward the United States. Men ask 
themselves why the 
sinking of the 
Lusitania, with the loss of over eleven 
hundred men, women and children, 
was welcomed throughout Germany 
with a shout of triumph, while the' 
sinking of the Arabic was accepted 
in melancholy silence. 
Is it because, in the intervening 
months, the United States . have be- 
come stronger 
or Germany weaker' 
Is it because the attitude of the presi- 
dent has varied? Is it because the ar- 
guments of the 
secretary 
of state 
have become mor,e persuasive? Is it 
because German opinion has at last 
revolted against lawless cruelty? No 
The reason is to be found elsewhere. 
It. is to be found in the fact that the 
authors of the submarine policy have 
had time to -measure its effects, 
and 
that deeds-which were merely crimes 
m May, in September, are seen to be 
blunders.
